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SELECTMEN'S  LETTER 


We  have  come  through  a  difficult  year  and  with  respect 
to  other  area  towns,  Groton  is  doing  well.  This  was  a 
good  year  to  have  the  tax  rate  come  down. 

At  present,  the  town  re-evaluation  is  about  halfway 
done  and  the  town  tax  maps  have  been  revised  to  reflect 
boundary  changes. 

Past  paving  budgets  have  done  a  lot  to  maintain  our 
roads  and  this  year's  request  will  repair  the  last  of 
the  neglected  pavement. 

Last  summer  we  broke  away  from  the  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste 
District  and  were  granted  approval  by  the  State  to  form 
our  own  solid  waste  district.   The  reason  for  breaking 
away  from  their  district  was  that  they  had  a  very  exoen- 
sive  plan  that  would  not  be  convenient  for  Groton  residents 
to  use,  and  they  were  always  changing  the  plan.   The 
Groton  Solid  Waste  District  plan  is  to  build  a  transfer 
station  on  the  same  property  as  the  dump.   Althouah  a 
transfer  station  may  not  satisfy  everyone's  ideas,  it  is 
the  least  expensive  solution.   Rec^'cling  is  the  way  to 
go,  but  at  this  point,  it  is  not  a  viable  alternative. 
This  is  due  to  the  amount  of  recycled  material  Generated 
and  the  distance  required  to  truck  material  to  recycling 
outlets . 

Work  has  recently  proceeded  on  the  study  of  whether 
Groton  and  Hebron  should  form  a  new  joint  police  depart- 
ment, but  at  this  point,  no  decisions  have  been  made. 

Finally,  and  most  importantly,  to  those  who  help  out 
and  work  for  the  Town,  thank  you  for  another  year's 
effort  and  a  job  well  done.

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HEALTH  OFFICER  REPORT 

On  June  4,  1990,  under  the  authority  of  PSA  147:1,  the 
Town  of  Croton  Health  Officer  established  the  following 
Health   Ordinance: 

No  on-site  sewage  disposal  system  may  be 
constructed  in  the  Town  of  Groton  without 
first  obtaining  a  Permit  of  Intent  from 
the  Groton  Board  of  Health. 

The  regulation  took  effect  after  approval  was  aranted  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  having  been  recorded  at  the 
Grafton  County  Registry  of  Deeds.   In  order  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  reoulation,  the  Health  Officer,  under 
the  authority  of  RSA  485-A:36  (formerly  PSA  149-E  Ill-a), 
on  July  20,  1990,  requested  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Services,  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  division, 
to  reject  all  seotic  system  desions  for  the  Town  of  Groton 
not  bearino  the  Town  stcimp.   This  procedure  has  been  in 
effect  since  August  16,  1990. 

Since  that  time,  the  Health  Officer  has  nrocessed  seven 
(7)  applications  and  monitored  the  prooress  on  each. 
Thus  far,  six  (6)  have  construction  approvals  and  one  (1) 
is  awaiting  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  processino. 
The  Health  Officer  has  also  monitored  construction  approv- 
als granted  prior  to  the  ordinance,  and  of  thirteen  (13) 
approvals,  four  (4)  have  been  approved  for  operation. 

Random  inspection  of  several  developments  in  Town  has 
revealed  violations  of  RSA  149-E: 3,  III  renardina  con- 
struction of  buildings  without  septic  construction 
approvals,  illegal  waste  disposal  systems,  illeoal  water 
hook-ups,  and  construction  of  septic  systems  without  the 
posting  of  approvals  as  required  by  Env-WS  1004.02. 
Citations  and  warnings  have  been  given.   Satisfactory 
resolution  of  these  problems  awaits  further  documentation 
and  submission  to  the  State. 

The  Health  Officer  has  also  conducted  one  inspection  of 
a  local  foster  home.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


During  Calendar  Year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
experienced  an  average  number  of  wildfires.   The  three 
leadina  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires  kindled 
without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  V'arden,  permit 
fires  that  escaped  control  and  rekindled  fires.   All  of 
these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials 
with  forest  fire  prevention.   New  Hampshire  State  Law 
(RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire 
or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  ooen, 
except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first 
obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done. " 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Heimpshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  bv 
fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are 
also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands 
assisted  many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  durino 
1990,  including  a  262-acre  fire  in  Moultonboro  and  several 
fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hcimpshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands 
trained  844  local  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Inci- 
dent Command  System  (ICS) ,  an  incident  management  system 
for  all  types  of  emergencies.   In  1991,  Wardens  will  be 
trained  in  the  use  of  Class  A  foaum  in  v/ildfire  supnression . 

If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  New  Hampshire  forest
